The statement, the second in

days,

negotiations between the PFA 
and City Council’s wage com­ 
mittee stalemated Thursday 
night. 
Another meeting has been 
called by w age com m ittee 
chairperson 
Councilwoman 
Susan Schmid for Monday at 
the request of the 42-member 
PFA. 
City' Council Jan. 4 had ap­ 
proved pay hikes of 11 per cent 
over the next two years for city 
workers, but the police and 
firemen 
had 
indicated 
they 
w ere dissatisfied with the 
therms. 
The PFA has mentioned “job 
a ctio n ” 
— 
a 
walkout 
or 
slowdown — as a possibility if 
negotiations 
continue 
to 
produce no agreem ent. No 
deadline has been set. 
THE PFA STATEMENT IS 
AS FOLLOWS: 
“In a further attempt to in­ 
form the citizens of Salem, our 
employers, we the members of 
the Police and Fire Association 
wish to inform you of the 
following. 
“City Council says that they 
have no more funds available 
from which to give us a decent 
pay raise. But at the same time 
they admit 
that they 
have 
Federal 
Revenue 
Sharing 


Funds, of which, wages for 
Safety Forces are listed as one 
of the top priority uses. The 
present 
Federal 
Revenue 
Sharing Fund Program has just 
been renewed for five and one- 
half years. 
“We also feel that Perry 
Township is not paying their 
fair share for fire protection 
Perry Township pays approx­ 
imately $7,500 per year for fire 
protection. This amount is not 
even enough to pay one fire 
fighters wages for one year. 
Upon receiving notice of a 
structure 
fire 
in 
Perry 
Township, we send at least 
three men per call. Also let it be 
known that even though Perry 
Township provides a truck, we 
also use city owned trucks, if 
needed. We feel that at the very 
least a fair share for Perry 
Township to pay would be an 
amount equal to three fire 
fighters annual wages If they 
were required to do so, the 
difference in dollars would be a 
source of more money avail­ 
able for wages, for the Safety 
Forces.

“1 appreciate your comments 
asking me to reconsider my 
decision to issue a pardon for 
Vietnam draft evaders, and am 
sorry 
we disagree 
on

m atter,’’ Carter replied to the 
congressmen.

Senate 
blocked action on a resolution 
which would have urged Carter 
to abandon his amnesty plan. 
Opponents refused to permit a 
vote on the resolution, which 
was sponsored by Sen. James 
Allen, D-Ala

Industries In Salem

Because of cutbacks from the 
main supplier to Columbia Gas 
Co. and unusually cold tem­ 
peratures, the utility company 
lias had to curtail deliveries of 
natural gas up to 30 per cent on 
some 10,000 small industries 
and commercial gas customers 
and up to 100 per cent to some 
1,100 large volume industrial 
users and 1,300 commercial 
customers. The curtailments 
are hitting Salem businesses 
hard 
The Ohio Public 
Utility 
Commission approved the gas 
company's plan for a cutback 
Jan 
7, after Columbia Gas 
announced that it had been 
advised by its principal sup­ 
plier, 
the 
Columbia 
Gas 
Transmission Corporation, that 
curtailment levels would be 
increased for the remainder of 
the winter period 
The gas is being diverted to 
residential 
use 
after 
un­ 
seasonably cold temperatures 
in 
recent 
w eeks 
caused 
C o lu m b ia ’s 
h om e-h eatin g 
customers to consume two to 
three times as much gas as they 
did during the same period last 
year Temperatures have been 
averaging 50 per cent colder 
than last year and almost 31 per 
cent colder than normal in 
Ohio. 
Gas 
custom ers 
using 
a 
million or more cubic feet of 
gas per month were given the 
following cutbacks Jan. 1: 100 
per cent of all industrial boiler 
loads. 100 per cent of all in­ 
dustrial loads that can use an 
alternate fuel, 50 per cent of all 
industrial loads that cannot use 
an alternate fuel and 50 per cent 
of all large commercial loads, 
including schools 
Oil Conversions Noted 
Several local companies are 
large enough to fall into that 
category, including the E. W 
Bliss Co., Electric Furnace Co., 
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and A. S. Salem. Two of the 
firms 
have converted 
their 
heating systems to heating oil 
and the third is in the process of 
converting. 
Richard Conkle of Electric 
Furnace Co. said 
his 
firm 
converted to oil about two years 
ago, so heating the building has 
not been as major a problem. 
The thermostats have 
been 
turned back somewhat, but he 
has received no complaints 
about cold working conditions, 
he said. The firm’s presses 
operate 
on 
natural 
gas, 
however, and their allocation 
was cut by 50 per cent. 
The heating units at the A. S. 
Salem company are running on 
heating oil because the firm 
purchased furnaces that will 
operate with either oil or 
natural gas, according to Tom 
Best. The biggest problem has 
been in production, since the 


gas allocation for the plant was 
cut by 75 per cent. 
"Most of the items in the 
plant we have been able to 
convert to oil,” he said, “but 
some of it we just couldn’t 
(convert). I don’t know how 
long we can go.” 
A spokesman from the E. W. 
Bliss Co. said some of the firm’s 
needs have been cut 100 per 
cent. Thermostats have been 
lowered and the company is in 
the process of converting the 
gas-dependent items to oil. The 
cutback is affecting the stress 
relief furnaces and flam e 
cutting operations, and the firm 
may be forced to send its stress- 
relief work to other sources, he 
said.

Resumption 
Of Swine Flu 
Shots Urged 


ATLANTA (U PI) — A Public 
Health Service committee Fri­ 
day recommended the national 
swine flu immunization pro­ 
gram, suspended a montth ago 
when it was linked to paralysis, 
be resum ed for high risk 
groups. 
But the service’s advisory 
com m ittee on im m unization 
practices said those receiving 
the vaccinations — persons 65 
or older or those with chronic 
heart or respiratory conditions 
— must be clearly warned of 
the risk 
of contracting 
the 
Guillain-Barre syndrome. 
There are an estimated 37 
million Americans in that high 
risk category, about 20 million 
of whom have already been 
vaccinated 
The committee also advised 
state health officers to be ready 
to resume immunization of the 
general population should there 
be an outbreak of swine in­ 
fluenza this winter. 
A ssistant 
Secretary 
of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Theodore Cooper was expected 
to 
approve 
the 
recom ­ 
mendations 
The surprise announcement 
was 
made 
at 
the 
national 
Center for Disease Control, 
which has been charged with 
administering the program 
Dr. Donald Millar, director of 
the CDC immunization task 
force, said the main reason for 
recomendation was that the 
statistical risk factor of the 
paralysis 
— 
one 
ca se 
of 
paralysis for every 100,000 to 
200,000 vaccinations — did not 
grow when the investigation 
widened into about two dozen 
states. 
He said that of the 42 million 
persons vaccinated, 10 deaths 
have been attributed to Guil­ 
lain-Barre syndrome 
The vaccination program 
w as suspended tem porarily 
Dec 
16 and then indefinitely 
called 
off 
Dec. 
29 
when 
evidence mounted that the 
vaccine and the paralysis 
might be linked

Planes Plunge 
In 
Swed, 
Canada 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (U PI) 
— A Swedish airlines passenger 
plane crashed and burst into 
flames in a parking lot today 
killing all 22 persons aboard, 
rescue workers at the crash 
scene said. 
“It was just a mess. There 
are no survivors,” said ambu­ 
lance driver Leif Bjorkman 
The plane, a four-engine 
turbo prop owned by Skyline 
Airways, crashed in a residen­ 
tial 
neighborhood 
shortly 
before its scheduled landing at 
Bromma Airport in suburban 
Stockholm, police said. 
“I was in the kitchen making 
breakfast when I 
heard an 
enormous noise. I thought it 
was a bomb, but then I looked 
out the kitchen window and saw 
the fire and wreckage,” said 
housewife Mrs. Eva Orlander. 
Fire brigade officials said the 
closest house was just 32 feet 
from where the plane crashed 
but no one on the ground was 
injured 
The parking lot is 
normally used by children as a 
playground, neighbors said. 
The flight had been commis­ 
sioned by Linjeflyg Airways. It 
originated in Kristinestad in 
southern Sweden and stopped in 
Vaxjo and Jankoping before 
crashing in Spanga suburb 
According to witnesses the 
plane flew in low over Spanga 
and suddenly dropped out of the 
sky onto the parking lot. 


TERRACE,Canada tuPw — 
A twin-engine passenger plane 
crashed into a mountain during 
bad weather Friday, killing all 
12 persons aboard. 
Federal 
authorities said the Twin Otter 
had been approaching the 
Terrace Airport in Northern 
British Columbia. 


Capt. CP. Lanyon, of the 
Canadian 
Armed 
F orces 
Search and Rescue Center at 
Victoria, said the crash five 
miles south of the airport oc­ 
curred just before a regularly 
scheduled stop by the Northern 
Thunderbird Airways craft. 
The aircraft had left from the 
coastal city of Prince Rupert, 
just 
south 
of 
the 
Alaska 
panhandle, en route to Prince 
George, about 500 miles east. 
Search aircraft 
were 
dis­ 
patched about one-half hour 
after 
the 
plane’s 
scheduled 
arrival time, Lanyon said. 


"We hadn’t heard from it and 
didn’t know' if it had crashed or 
had a radio failure,” he said 
A helicopter located the 
wreckage four hours after the 
crash occurred and a para- 
rescue 
team 
confirmed 
the 
deaths of all nine passengers 
and three crewmembers 
All 
were believed to be from 
British Columbia. 
There was 
no 
immediate 
determination on the cause of 
the crash 
Miss Longet 
Found Guilty

Claudine Longet walked with 
former husband Andy Williams 
from the Pitkin County Court­ 
house, 
pale 
but 
dry-eyed 
despite the jury’s verdict. 
“I am not guilty,” she said 
outside. 
“I 
have too 
much 
respect and love for living 
things to be guilty of that crime 
I am not guilty.” 
A few minutes earlier a jury 
had found her guilty of criminal 
negligence in the shooting 
death of her lover, pro skiier 
Vladimir “Spider” Sabich. 
The verdict Friday was the 
most modest the jury could 
reach without absolving her of 
all 
guilt. 
Prosecutor 
Frank 
Tucker, who asked the jury to 
find her guilty of the more 
serious 
crim e of 
reckless 
manslaughter, said the normal 
punishment for the reduced 
charge was 30 to 60 days in the 
county jail. 
“I would assume Miss Longet 
would not be treated any dif­ 
ferently 
than 
anybody 
else 
convicted of this crim e,” he 
said 
The verdict ended a weeklong 
trial in which Miss 
Longet 
frequently broke into tears as 
witnesses described her rela­ 
tionship with Sabich and the 
events surrounding his death 
March 21 
at 
the 
mountain 
chalet the couple shared. 
Miss Longet maintained Sa­ 
bich had been showing her how 
to operate a pistol and that it 
discharged while in her hand, 
killing him 
Some testimony 
indicated M iss Longet and 
Sabich had not been getting 
along well in the weeks prior to 
the shooting 
M iss Longet,

how ever, testified she and 
Sabich were very much in love. 
As the judge {Milled the jurors 
on the verdict Friday, Miss 
Longet looked at each as they 
repeated: “guilty.” 
“We are disappointed, but 
grateful it was not the felony

W eedman 
of

Angeles 
He said he had not 
decided whether to appeal. 
Miss Longet originally was 
charged with reckless man 
slaughter,

Brock’s election was viewed 
as a decision by committee 
members to have a chairman 
with an established name as 
well as a technician for the 
party. Richards was the candi­ 
date erf the conservatives and 
drew most of his strength from 
the west. 
M oderates from the nor­ 
theast and midwest split their 
vote among the other three 
candidates — Ohio chairman 
Kent McGough, Robert Carter 
of Washington, DC. and White 
House aide Arthur Fletcher, a 
leading black Republican.

Kipling needs updating: If you can keep your 
head while others about you are losing yours, you 
must be living in a m ental hospital, my son. 
According to a psychiatrist at the Lebanon 
Hospital for Nervous and Mental Disorders in 
Beirut, one of only about 10 psychiatrists in the 
entire country , the need for tranauilizers and 
other psychoactive drugs to treat the hospital's 
parents actually declined during the 19-month 
civil war 
"While the supposedly normal people outside 
were acting insane,” he says, 
"our most 
disturbed patients becam e calm er in the midst of 
the worst gunfire. They watched television, 
played games and helped the staff." 
It seems to have overtones of "Catch 22,” but 


in reverse, and might be humorous were it not 
for the very real human tragedy of that bitter 
conflict 
The Lebanese medical profession expects a 
m arked increase in m ental health problems now 
that the fighting has ended and when, as another 
psychiatrist puts it, “ people settle down and can 
afford the luxury of becoming emotionally dis­ 
turbed." He guesses that 25 per cent of the 
population, especially in ravaged Beirut, will 
have breakdowns and hysterical manifestations 
that will require hospitalization.

WASHINGTON - It is not 
generally known but President­ 
elect Jim m y C arter is having a 
hard time recruiting business 
people for his Administration, 
une of the reasons is his insist­ 
ence that all his appointees 
must make full disclosure of 
th eir 
financial 
w orth and 
itemize their holdings in stocks, 
bonds, bank accounts and real 
estate. On the surface this 
sounds like a good idea as it 
keeps the C arter appointees 
clean — but on the other hand, 
you can take M elnick’s argu­ 
ment that full disclosure could 
destroy him forever 
Melnick told me he had been 
offered a high post in one of the 
federal departm ents. He would 
have taken it if he hadn't had to 
reveal his net worth. 
"I don’t care if C arter knows 
what I own,” Melnick said

" It’s hard to say you’re broke 
when your true net is reported 
in the new spapers,” I agreed 


"It isn’t just my relatives and 
my friends,” Melnick said "I 
have to worry also about my 
wife.

INSURANCE 
STUDY: The 
F e d e ral T rad e C om m ission 
wonders 
whether 
consum ers 
have access to sufficient in­ 
form ation when they purchase 
life insurance policies 
The FTC has authorized its 
staff to make an investigation 
about the cost data available to 
the 
p ro sp ectiv e 
in su ran ce 
buyer, and also to recommend 
what should be done if suf­ 
ficient information is not now 
available. 
In announcing the probe, the 
FTC 
said p re lim in a ry 
in­ 
formation seems to indicate 
that consumers are not getting 
enough information to make 
intelligent choices when buying 
life insurance. The agency said 
it came to this tentative con­ 
clusion when it learned there 
are hundreds of dollars dif­ 
ference in true costs for the 
sam e type of insurance sold by 
different companies. 
“ Examination of differences 
in costs of popular $25,000 whole 
life insurance policies issued in 
1972, for example, reveals that 
a 
p u rch aser 
could 
save 
thousands of dollars over a 20- 
year period by buying a low, 
rather tlian high cost policy,” 
said the FTC. 
Consumers are often fooled 
by equating the prem ium they 
pay for their insurance with the 
actual cost, according to the 
agency A low prem ium often 
lias nothing to do with the real 
cast of a life insurance policy, 
the agency added. 
To compute the real cost of a 
nolicv. one m ust consider the 
p rem iu m , 
d iv id en d s, 
cash 
values and take into account 
the fact that the money is taken 
in and paid out at different 
tim es, the FTC explained 


Using this approach, the FTC 
staff said it figured a 35-year- 
old man buying a $25,000 policy 
could save nearly $2,500 over 20 
years by buying the least ex­ 
pensive policy as opposed to the 
most expensive. 
The FTC said its probe will 
deal only w ith in form ation 
available to consumers buying 
ordinary life insurance. 
"If consumers bought lower 
cost policies, potential savings 
could be very large,” the FTC 
said “Americans paid over $29 
billion 
in 
life 
in su ran ce 
prem ium s in 1972.”

We started this new year with 
216 4 million people, the Bureau 
estim ated as a result of 3.1 
million births during 1976, 1.9 
million deaths, and net im ­ 
m ig ratio n of about 300,000 
persons.

action So they’re trying to iso­ 
late the 82-year-old chief of 
union chiefs. 
There isn’t the slightest doubt 
of a sharp and angry difference 
of opinion between Gov. C ar­ 
ter’s foreign policy strategists 
and Meany on global policy and 
trea tm e n t of Moscow and 
Peking 
The Meany "crow d” is even- 
handed It believes that both 
the Soviets and the People’s 
Republic of China are today’s 
counterparts of H itler’s Third 
Reich. 
Significant to insiders, for 
exam ple, is an attack on Peking 
hurled some weeks ago by Sol 
(Chick) Chaikin, president of 
the International Ladies’ G ar­ 
ment W orkers’ Union. He is 
also a national AFL-CIO vice 
president. Why this didn’t get 
country wide coverage is a m ys­ 
tery 
Chaikin, 
in a 
formal 
speech on Nov. 30, dem anded a 
reversal of the American policy 
of greater U.S.-Sino contact 
which, he said, was developing 
at the expense of the Republic 
of China on Taiwan. 
CHAIKIN’S ADDRESS called 
for greater American support 
and p ro tectio n of ‘‘T aiw an 
statu s.” This influential labor 
chief warned that failure to 
back the Taipei regim e would 
encourage Communist China to 
declare w ar on the island re­ 
public’s 16 million people 
For generations the ladies’ 
garm ent workers’ union has led 
in

clarification of 
AFL-CIO foreign policy. The 
significance of Chick Chaikin’s 
talk can be seen in later de­ 
velopm ents. W hen M eany’s 
surrogate, AFL-CIO secretary 
treasurer Lane Kirkland con­ 
ferred with Jim m y C arter in 
Georgia for two hours on Dec 
17, the labor official attem pted 
to talk the President-elect out of 
appointing Ted Sorensen CIA 
director.

MEANY’S UNSHAKEABLE 
anti-C om m unism is one of 
many reasons behind the ef­ 
forts of Gov. C arter’s inner­ 
most strategists to isolate the 
ex-"elder statesm an.” But it is 
a most potent reason. It was 
Meany who signalled the long­ 
shorem en’s 
1975 
boycott 
of 
grain shipm ents to the Soviets. 
And he can do it again. 
M eany’s and K irkland’s dedi­ 
cation to Israel is as certain as 
sunrise. If necessary the AFL- 
CIO m aritim e trades depart­ 
ment, led by Paul Hall, would 
boycott freighters and tankers 


bound for all Arab lands in a 
crunch such as the Yom Kippur 
w ar of 1973. 
Mr C arter’s advisers believe 
such labor power would hem 
them in and p erm it little 
freedom of action in the most 
critical foreign policy arenas. 
In the recent past all U.S. 
Presidents have worked closely 
with the AFL-CIO — and the 
AFL beforb that. When Dick 
Nixon and Henry 
Kissinger 
were developing even the most 
secret foreign policies, Meany 
and his foreign affairs officials 
would be called to the White 
House and State D epartm ent 
for briefings and 
for 
their 
opinions. There were bitter dis­ 
cussions over detente. 
Certainly the CIA has been 
the beneficiary’ of considerable 
information gathered by labor 
leaders This is natural. After 
all, many foreign governments 
are, or until recently have been, 
labor p a rtie s a c tu ally con­ 
trolled by central union federa­ 
tions. 
Britain, 
for example, 
W est G erm an y , 
the S can ­ 
dinavian countries, Portugal, 
Austria and the Lowlands, etc. 
But now, the labor leaders 
just don't believe they can work 
as closely with a Ted Sorensen 
or a Harold Brown as they did

There you have a truly basic,

DEAR DR 
LAMB - My 
father, age 83, was hospitaliz­ 
ed for a week for tests. He had 
been losing weight — about 
two to three pounds per month 
for the past eight months and 
complained of not having an 
appetite. 
The physicians diagnosed a 
hiatal hernia. The doctor did a 
biopsy on some tissue near the 
top of the stom ach, and the 
r e s u l t 
w a s 
“ non 
co n firm ato ry .” The doctor 
said the tissue was very likely 
inflamed due to the acid that 
keeps working up into the 
area. 
Is the loss of a p p e tite 
characteristic of a hiatal her­ 
nia? What can be done to 
stim u la te the appetite if 
anything17 He has been forcing 
him self to eat and has gained 
back alm ost 10 pounds in less 
than two months. He is still 
strong and works around the 
house The doctor said not to 
worry about his weight loss as 
he was overweight 30 to 35 
pounds to start with. 
J u s t b e fo re m y fa th e r 
started to lose weight he was 
under a severe em otional 
stress because my mother 
was ill. Since then she has 
recovered. 
DEAR READER - I would 
urge anyone with unexplained 
weight loss to have a medical 
examination. It is som etim es 
an im portant sign of cancer 
That is why your doctor did 
such a complete examination 
The tissue studies show that 
your father did not have a 
cancer of the stom ach area 
W eight loss follow s the 
sam e laws as weight gain. If a 
person doesn’t eat enough for 
any reason to m eet the daily 
calorie needs of his body he 
will lose weight. 
Cancer and many infectious 
illnesses increase the body’s 
use of calories and cause 
weight loss. So will an overac­ 


tive 
thyroid gland. 
Y our 
father apparently did not have 
an increased use of calories 
but just quit eating enough 
A loss of appetite is a signal 
that the individual has an 
emotional problem. Depres­ 
sion at any age will decrease a 
person's appetite. When there 
is no obvious explanation for 
loss of appetite related to 
some disease of the digestive 
tract, the possibility of a 
d ep ressio n m ust 
be con­ 
sidered 
No, a hiatal hernia does not 
usually re su lt in loss of 
appetite. Many an overweight 
person with hiatal hernia no 
doubt wished it did 
Most 
h ia ta l h ern ias p re se n t no 
sym ptom s When they do, the 
mp 
1 e usually of acid 
indigestion. A common com­ 
plaint is burning in the pit of 
the stomach 
The burning pain is caused 
by re g u rg ita tio n of acid- 
digestive juices into the lower 
esophagus If the doctor took 
his tissue sam ple from here, 
he may have been talking 
about inflam mation caused by 
the acid c o n ten ts of the 
sto m ach leaking into the 
lower esophagus. 
In the rest of your letter you 
commented on your father 
taking antacids. They help to 
prevent the burning problem 
caused by too much acid 
digestive juice. There is a lot 
more to managing a hiatal 
hernia than just medicine. I 
am sending you The Health 
L etter num ber 4-8, H iatal 
Hernia, Esophageal Reflex, to 
give you more information on 
how daily living habits can be 
altered to help prevent symp- 
torris Others who w ant this in­ 
formation can send 50 cents 
with a long, stam ped, self- 
addressed envelope for it.

"other method” depends upon 
whether you are single or the 
unmarried head of a household ; 
married filing a joint return, a 
qualifying widow or widower; 
or if you are married and are 
filing'separate returns. 
Here is the "easy” way if you 
are single or the unmarried 
head of a household. You may 
take: 
1. A minimum standard 
deduction of $1,700. 
2. 16 per cent of adjusted 
gross income, if that figure is 
less than $15,000.
